The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
references of record, taken singly or in combination, fails to teach or fairly suggest the 
eye target apparatus of independent claim 1 which is operational to help a non 
operative eye of a patient focus on a selected line of sight focus axis position upon a 
visually perceptible element, positioned adjacent to a cover internal surface of a cover 
of a housing and movable within the plane of the surface arranged substantially 
perpendicular to a non operative eye line of sight axis, with the result in assisting in 
the operative eye achieving a stable selected line of sight focus axis position with 
minimal operative eye movement from the selected line of sight focus axis position. With 
regard to independent apparatus claim 1 1 , the content of which is substantially the 
same as that of claim 1 , but with a narrower scope. As to independent method claim 26, 
the content of which is noted to be derived from independent claim 1 .
